Is inſerting in the Articles (which relate to the faid 
Prize) a Clauſe which prohibits, or excludes, from 
ſtarring for the ſame (or at leaſt from becoming enti- 
tled thereto) all fuch Horſes, &c. as are deſtitute of 
the appointed Qualifications. 


As for inftance, for either of ten of the Prizes, an- 
nually given by His Majeſty, viz. two ar Newmark::, 
thoſe of Guilford, Sarum, Wintm, Nottingham, Cant er- 
bury, Lewes, Nork, and Lincoln, 


Any Horſe, &c. has the Privilege to ſtart, or (if 
that were practicable) for every one of them, which 
on the Day of Running for either of the ſame, is not 
advanced to the Period of full ſeven Years old. 


Upon conforming in all Points to the Articles; part 
of the Conditions of which are, that he ſhall carry 
twelve Stone Weight, the beſt of three Heats, four 
Miles at a Hear. 


But then every Horſe, Cc. which, on the Day of 
Running for either of theſe Prizes, is full ſeven Y cars 
old (according to the Newmarket Computation, which, 
in this Caſe, makes the Year to commence on the firſt 
Day of May) is by His Majeſty's Command, by a 
Clauſe in the Articles, excluded from flartirg for, or 
becoming entitled to, either of the ſaid ten Prizes.

But every Mare which, on the Day of Running far 
either Prize, is full fix Years old, and every Horſe 
and Gelding, of what Age foever, are all difqualthed 
from ftarting for cither of the faid rwo Prizes. 


It has been the Pleaſure of the Crown annually, for 
a Series of Years, to diſpenſe the Favours of this na- 
ture, upon the Conditions before mentioned, 


Without commanding any Alterations in the faid 
Condutons, or with regard to the Number of Prizes. 


But then as to the other Prizes of the Kingdom, 
They not only vary in Number, in different Y ears, 
a3 But 
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But even at all Places, where they are plural, the 
Conditions of one Day, or relating to one Prize, al- 
ways differ from tho'e of another. 


And whether ſingular or plural, the Conditions of 


one Year (at the very ſame Place) often differ from 
thoſe of another Year, 


As well as from the Rules of ſeveral other Places. 


As it has been the Pleaſure of the Legiſlature, to 
take this Diverſion of Horſe- Racing under Conſidera- 
tion, | 

And to prohibit by Law, the 12 — for any Prize, 
unleſs the fame be of full fifty Pound value, or run 
for at Newmarket, or Haul let en. 


Since the Day which firſt gave Influence to that 
Law, there have been but very few free Prizes run 
for in this Kingdom. 


Viz. Such as any Horſe whatever has the liberty to 
tart for, without any one being ſubjected to any Ob- 
ligation, but in common with others. 


The Prizes of this nature have been very rare, 
ſince the Influence of the Law, relating to this Di- 
verſion. 


The Conditions fince that Period of Time, relating 
to the much greater Number, (and indeed very near 
all the Prizes of the Kingdom) have excluded either 
Horſes which are advanced to a particular Age, or all 
ſuch as have won a certain Sum, or a Prize of a par- 
ticular Denamination, | 


Or 
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Or all ſuch as are not actual Hunters; or Hunters 
that have won a certain Sum, Oc. 


And notwithſtanding many Prizes fince that time 
have been run for, for which no Horſe has been ex- 
cluded, on account of his Age only. 


Yet has it been but very rare, fince. 


But the Conditions, relating to Prizes, for full aged 
Horſes, 


Have excluded all ſuch, as before had won a cer. 


tain Sum, or a Prize of a certain Value; or of a parti- 
cular Denominarion.

But theſe Exceptions ſeem to ariſe from two other 
Conſiderations : 


The firſt, a general Notion, that among the Horſes 
that have won King's Plates, or other conſiderable 
Sums, (of courſe) are Horſes of the firſt Form, that 
may prejudice the Diverſion. 


And for that reaſon, tis made an annual Rule at ſe- 
veral Places, that ſuch Horſes ſhall be excluded.

not diſcovered till too late. 


It has often been the Conſequence of the Owner's. 
In junct ion, relating to the Method of Running, which 
upon the wiſeſt, and moſt judicious Conſultation, has 
appeared beforchand to be moſt promiſing, and pre- 
ferable; and yet in the Conſequence, it has proved 
otherwiſe : and the ſame has often happen'd when this 
Paint has been left to the Diſcretion of the very beſt 


of Riders, as well as to the Errors, &c. of ſuch of 
them as are not ſo. 


It has been cauſed by making Running toe ſoon, or 
too late, or too much, or too little, by making Run- 
ning or forbearing it, in one Heat inſtead of another; 
which Points are attended with ſuch Difficulties 
in judging rightly of them, that even a thouſand So/e-. 
mons could not ſometimes certainly foreſee which Me- 
thod will prove moſt advantagious in the Iſſue.

The — the Stomach with warm Water, the 
Inclemency often of the Weather, protracting Jour- 
neys out of Haſte, or for want of proper Accommoda- 
tions, the Interruption of na Reſt, and * 
Sweats, and other Exerciſe, and the Fatigue ot Tra- 
velling, are Points which all center unite, in a 
neceſlary Tendency, to reduce and lower a Horſe's 
Strength and Power; every degree of which, muſt in- 
evitably add a redoubled Force to the pernicious In- 


fluence, which the Burthen, and Preſſure, of the 
Weight has over him. | 


Theſe Evils àre the neceſſary Conſequence of Tra- 
velling ; and proportionably ſo much the more perni- 
cious and ſevere, as the ſame is longer protracted, or 
oftener repeated.

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And there can be no Method found to prevent theſe 


Evils, confiftent with the Practice, of often running 
for Prizes. 


All the Relief that can ariſe in theſe Caſes, can be 
no more than mitigating thoſe Evils, by reducing the 
Travelling and Running, by forbearing, in ſome mea- 
ſure, the repeating of both. 


Bur then there are other Circumſtances, which con-

From thefe Cauſes, I believe, I have known, five 
times as many Horſes receive their Ruin, as I have 


known to ſuffer that Fate, by what may properly be 
term'd Accidents. 
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They all are Points which inevitably tend to expo 
a Horſe to Lameneſſes, both in his Joints 
and to exiibiting Excreſcencies. 


From the latter of which Cauſes, as well as from 


Ruin; which dn all probability) might Years 
longer have been preſerved, had he neither been 
broke, train'd, nor ſtarted till Age, Eaſe, and Nature 
had render'd his Limbs, Joints, and Sinews compleat 
and mature. 


Nor had travelled nor run tos much, nor too often ; 
nor when in a State of Diforder, nor foon after it. 


A Foal from his very Birth, is undoubtedly ca 
of Impreſſions, which can occaſion thofe Di J 


A ſudden Surprize, or his wantan Play, while Na- 
ture is impotent, and his Limbs confift as it were of 
Griſtles rather than Bones, may be the Cauſes thereod. 


And likewiſe at all future Periods, before Nature is 
in irs utmoſt Perfection, a, 


All violent Motions, Strains, Sc. muſt render a 
Colt ſo much the more obnoxious to thaſe pernicious 
Impreſſions, as Nature is ſhort of Maturity. 


And the Colt will ſtill be in much the r Dan- 
er from this Quarter, if his Situation be on Lands 
| are hard, ſtoney, and hilley, eſpecially if the ſide 
Hills are hard and ſtoney; by which, the jarring and 
ſhaking of his Limbs, in his Movements, will rendey 
him in a greater Degree ſubject to Inflammations, and 

conſequently to Excreſcencies.

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Were I therefore both capable and diſpoſed, to breed 
a Horſe for Running, and could like u iſe, at ail Per iods 
of his Youth, chutc his Situation, 


It ſhould be my principal Care, till he was two 
Years old or upwards, to place him upon Lands as levet 
as poſſible, and which were tolerably ſoft; after which, 
bis Situation ſhould be changed to that of a large Paſ- 
ture, free from Marſhes, the Land rich, and Part 
thereof mountainous, (as many are in the North of 
England,) but kept low fed with other Cattle, to the 
end the Colt, the whole Day might be employed, in 
collecting his Suſtenance; which would tend to pre- 


vent Inflammations, Cc. which may ariſe from Idle- 
nels and want of Employment. 


Here the Sweetneſs of the Feed on the Top, would 
daily allure him, gradually to aſcend the Eminence; 
the Rivulet below, in a little time, would command 
him back again: His Health would be preſerved and 
improved, the Organs of his Wind continually extend- 
ing and enlarging, and by this natural Exerciſe 


He would be much better prepared for that which is 
artificial, than if placed in a rich Meadow, where 
four or five Hours in a Day would be ſufficient to an- 
ſwer the End of Nature; the Conſequence of which 
would be, that when that was ſufficed, that either In- 
dolence would induce him to turn his Tail ro the Hedge 
or Wall, and ftand there for Hours idle, to the Pre- 
judice of Health and Wind; 


Or his Wantonneſs would render his Movements 
violent, which would expoſe him to Colds, Surfeits, 
Inflammations, and Lameneſſes; and much more ſo, 
as his being gencrally groſsly far and full of Humours, 
would be the Conſequence of a rich Situation. 


But 
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But to return from this Digreſſion, to the Caſe of 
Breaking a Colt earlier or later, &c. and to feel for 
the Ballance in point of Intereſt, and ſee whether it 
will appear to incline to the one Hand or to the other: 


In this Attempt, I ſhall offer a further i 
relating to twenty Horſes, ſuppoſing them to be all 
bred in the ſame Year; all equal in Blood, &c. and 
in 3 as near upon a Par as before was men- 
tioned; 


And that ten of theſe Colts are the Property of one 
Perſon, and the other ten the Property of another: 


The firſt of theſe Gentlemen breaks his ten Colts 
when three, or ſoon after they are three Years old, 
and prepares them for Running in the following Y car ; 
begins then to travel and run them, and continues the 
Practice thereof, frequently as long as they are cap:

The other Perſon ſuffers his ten Colts to LH unbroke 
till about five Years old, ſtarts them not till they are 
ſix or upwards, or till near ſeven; 


And after this, travels and ſtarts them not oſtener 
than three, four, or at moſt, five times in the Year; 
takes care that theſe Periods are at a proper Diſtance 
from one another, and alſo as carefully avoids ſtarting 
them when there appears any Symptom of Diſorder. 


Now, ſuppoſing all this to be fact, how different 
muſt be the Conſequences ariſing from theſe two dit- 
terent Methods ? | | 1

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The firſt ten of theſe Colts, by being 1 * 
the Violence of Breaking, the Fatigue of Training, 
ec. whilft Nature (in ſome Ncaſurc) is but in its In- 
fancy, at leaſt very remote from Perfection, muſt, be- 
yond Comparitoa, be more expoi-d to all manner of 

vils than they would have been, it indulged with caſe 
till Nature was mature; and which being depreſfs'd, 
whilſt young and tender; can never arrive at Perfec- 


And even thoſe of them (if any ſuch) as eſcape Diſ- 
orders, both in Body and Limbs, muſt be lower'd in 
their Speed and Power, and can never arrive at that 

of Excellence, which they otherwiſe would 
do; and muſt alſo much ſooner decline from whatever 
Speed or Goodneſs they may be poſſeſſed of. 


The Violence; the Plunges, the Strains, and In- 
fAammations which attend the Method of Breaking, 
(and which is neceſſary, in order to reduce the Colt to 
Subjection,) the Fatigue of Exercife, "Travelling, and 
Running (eſpecially if often repeated) are Points above 
the Power of Nature to ſupport, whilſt incomplear. 


And wherever ten Colts (though all in conſiderable: 
Forms) are conducted according to the firſt of theſe 
Merhods, I believe it is very rare, that three of them 
deſerve the Character of Reanbg Horſes at eight 
Fears old. 


But as Breaking, Training, &c. of Colts too young; 
undoubtedly has been, and muſt at all times be of per- 
ricious Influence, ſo more eſpecially, ſince the Weights. 
are fixed fo high by Act of Parliament, it mult cer- 
tainly be the moſt prudent Conduct, with regard to 
Colts which are deſigned for Plates, to let Nature poſ- 
{$ its utmoſt Power and Perfection, betore it is op- 
preſſed therewuh. The 
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The other of theſe two Gentlemen (dis to be ſhp- 
pos'd) continues his ten Colts unbroke till five, or 
until they are about five Years old each, makes their 
Exerciſe eaſy, till well advanced towards fix; and 
ſtarts them nor, till after ſix Years old, or till they 
are near, or full ſeven. 


And, after that, takes care that they neither travel, 
nor ſlart, under any Symptom of Diſorder, in either 
Health or Limbs, nor before they have had a ſuffi- 
ctent time in Meat and Training; nor too ſoon after 
Phyſick, nor either travels or runs them, ſo much 
nor ſo often, as thereby to lay them under any con- 
ſiderable Diſadvantage. 


By thefe Rules a Horſe (at leaſt much more effec- 
tually) would become Maſter of his Weight, and 
Proof againſt the Severities of Training, the Ills which 
attend Travelling, and the Severities of Running; 
and his Health, dneſs of Limbs, and his Speed, 
2 all probability, would be hereby the longer pre- 

rved. 


His Conſtitution would become ſo- confirmed and 
eſtabliſhed, as to render him capable of repelling 
many impotent Attacks of Diſorders, which often 
prove of pernicious conſequence to Horſes, whoſe 
Conſtitutions are weakened, ſhatter'd, and impair'd, 
by Breaking, Training, Travelling and Running, be- 
tore Nature is mature. 


And if, as generally believed (tho' perhaps the No- 
:jon's but theorical) the Violences, the Strains, and Ex- 
tremities, which affect a Horſe in Running, &c.. can. 
in their Canſequences, alſo affect his Offspring, 


It 
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It muſt naturally ariſe, that a Horſe which is fe 
vour'd with ſuch Indulgences, as do in the moſt 
effectual manner ſupport him under thoſe Violences, 
and guard him againſt the pernicious Influence 
thereof, 


By Nature, poſſeſſing her full Strength ard 
Power before ſe Severities are impos' d upon 


him, 


Muſt, after his Running is over, be much more 
valuable as a Stallion, or for Hunting, or for any 
Uſe whatever, 


Than a Horſe, whoſe Conftitution is weaken'd and 
impair'd, by being burden'd with thoſe Severities 
when Nature is weak and tender; and which, for 
theſe Reaſons, can never be compleat. 


Thus, the firſt ten of theſe Colts, with the view of 
whale a few Prizes early, or out of hopes of Sale, 
or both, 


Shall, the greater number thereof, either by bodily 
Diſorders, Lameneſſes, or by being ſhorren'd in 
Speed, &c. be deſtruy d; or at leaſt render'd incap- 
able of Running with Advantage, even fome at four, 
others at five, or geuerally at ſix, ſeven, or cight Years 
old at furtheſt. 


And the greater Number of the other ten ſhall con- 
tinue their Health, Soundneſs of Limbs, and in a 
great meaſure their Speed, till ten, twelve, fourteen, 
or ſixteen Years old; and be of much greater value 
than the other when their Running is over.

Theſe Remarks may appear groundlefs, and chime- 
rical u ith ſome ; but I well know them to be agree- 
able to the Nations of others.
